Hancock Court Ruling 
Affirmed on RR Death 


Jackson, Miss.—The Mississippi su- 
preme court this week affirmed a Han- 
cock circuit court ruling in behalf of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad in a 
damage suit brought by the widow of 
a man killed on the tracks of the rail- 
road at Waveland.
